Less Efficient 


He acknowledged that there had 
been reports from the company build- 
ing the Bomarc that it was possible to 
manufacture non-nuclear warheads for 
the Bomarc B, but that the weapon 
would only operate at a fraction of its 
effectiveness with such warheads. This 
on the face of it, he suggested, was the 
height of foolishness 

Recently a member of the press 
gallery contacted the Boeing company, 
builders of the Bomarc. He asked for a 
firm and final statement as to whether 
the weapon. was capable of utilizing 
non-nuclear warheads. A company 
spokesman replied that it was not an 
authority on the warhead for the Bomaré 
missile. The company does not design, 
build or supply warheads of any descrip- 
tion for any missile and therefore had no 
first-hand knowledge of them. 

However the company did declare 
that it had designed the missile (the 
Bomare B) on the understanding that 
it would be armed with nuclear war- 
heads, The missile was designed to meet 
the specific requirements which the 
company had been told were required 
by a nuclear warhead. 


Clear Intent 


It would appear from the company's 
own statements that the Bomare B was 
designed primarily for use with nuclear 
warheads. To equip it with any other 
warheads renders it ineffective for the 
defence job it is designed to carry out. 
As a matter of fact when the then de 
fence minister Hon. George Pearkes an- 
nounced that Bomarcs would be based 
in Canada he made jt clear they would 
have nuclear warheads.

Otficials of Vancouver's Totem Bonspiel, which moves 
to a close today, made a big thing of it when they announced 
some time ago that a new draw system would be put inte 
effect'at this year's rockfest. 

Pioneered by Saskatoon doctor George Beall, it works 
similar to the flight system used in match play golf tourna- 
ments. 

‘The Beall draw, Totem officials said, was designed to 
equalize competition by keeping the strongest rinks in their 
own company. 

So far, no arguments on that point. 

But the system, along with the decision by bonspiel 
officials to award-only prestige trophies in the champignship 
rounds, also brought to light that some curlers prefer gold | 
to glory. 

The action of some rinks in Vancouver, as reported by 
The Canadian Press, makes it quite obvious. 

Two rinks defaulted games in the second round of the 
championship event and two others did the same thing in” 
the championship secondary.

“Se heduling of one Wednesday draw,” Canadian Press 
reported, “was held up for an hour when the Bill Bennett 
rink-and the Charlie Cook foursome from Vancouver got; 
into a hassle over which would take the loss in a double 
default. Eventually, Cook took the victory:” 

‘Fhe bonspiel's prize committee this year decided no rink 
would be permitted to win, more.than one prize. The new 
draw—where all 160 entries started in the Totem event only 
~—was put into use. (Last year every rink started in hoth 
the Totem and Evergreen events.) 

A chanipionship playoff was added to give the top rinks 
in the primary Totem event more games—in effect, it: be- 
came the grand aggregate chase. A rink sweeping through 
undefeated in the Totem might play only seven games, but 
it could win five more by sweeping the playoff, too.
